traced, the city has sub- 
scribed to a special ser- 
vice which informs it of 
car purchases made out- 
side Los Angeles by resi- 
dents of the city. The 
buyer then is notified that

ply, he is charged a 10 per cent penalty. "We feel this 
is justified because, although the car was bought in 
Long Beach, it is being used in Los Angeles," said Dav- 
id Feuerstein, supervisor of the special investigation 
unit of the Los Angeles City tax division.

Marengo St., Los Angeles. Upon completion of the 
course, you must pass an exam administered by the 
State Board of Funeral Directors and Embalmers. When 
you pass this exam, you are eligible to become a li- 
censed mortician. 


Meter Minder 


Q. I bought my husband a small, home weather sta- 


tion 
for Christmas. Wn understand the barometer 


should be adjusted but we don't know how. T. G., 
Lakewood. 


A. Your aneroid barometer measures atmospheric 


pressure. It is basically the same instrument as an air- 
craft altimeter used to measure altitude, so it is sensi- 
tive to variations in height above sea-level. However, 
the Weather Bureau's barometer readings always are 
given for sea-level and Dave Williams, a forecaster, 
says the bureau recommends home barometers simply 
he set to the current Weather Bureau sea-level reading 
and ignore their elevation. While this will not give a 
true reading at a home, for instance, located 500 feet 
above sea level, the relative fluctuations of the barom- 
eter needle will be the same — and it is the rise and 
fall of the needle that is important in weather forecast- 
ing. A set screw on the back of the instrument is used 
to adjust it. The current official barometer reading may 
he obtained from the Weather Bureau office, 766-2201, 
or from radio and television weather reports which 
usually note the current reading.

Overall cas- 
ualties and damage at the U.S. bases hit were re- 
ported light. 


~Death-for-Incurable Bill Wins Nod 
LONDON — A new law that would allow doc- 


tors to end the lives of some incurable patients got 
a first nod of approval from Britain's House of Lords 
Friday. Introduced in the upper house of Parliament, 
it was passed without debate. To become law the 
bill must be debated in both Lords and the House of 
Commons, as well as in parliamentary committees, 
before going to the queen for royal assent. Under 
the law doctors could end the lives of incurably sick 
patients who specifically requested it. 


31 Russians Slain by Chinese 


MOSCOW — The Foreign Ministry said Friday 


that 330 Red Chinese soldiers in "the brazen gang- 
ster raid" on the Manchurian border last weekend 
killed 31 Soviet troops and wounded 14. It accused 
the Chinese of shooting and bayoneting helpless 
wounded. In an account of the clash Sunday a 
spokesman said Chinese artillery, mortar and small- 
arms fire surprised Soviet border forces. 


Iraq's Rebel Court Acquits Three 


DAMASCUS — Baghdad Radio said Friday night 


that Iraq's revolutionary court had acquitted four 
Moslem defendants on trial on charges of spying for 
Israel. A military prosecutor 
had demanded the 


death sentence for the four defendants, two Iraqis 
and two Iranians. They were accused of transmitting 
data about Iraq's economy to Israel. 


Reds End Maneuvers, Block Autobahn 


BERLIN — Communist East G e r m a n y for the 


eighth time in a week barricaded West Berlin's main 
autobahn Friday, this time for three hours. The offi- 
cial East German news agency ADN reported that 
the Warsaw Pact maneuvers of Soviet and East Ger- 
man forces had ended. The maneuvers were the pre- 
-text for the recent harassment of West Berlin access 
ways. 


Soviets Worst Winter of Century 


MOSCOW — Authorities Friday reported the 


worst winter in a century in Soviet central Asia. 
Temperatures plunged to 58 degrees below zero and 
snow piled up 10 to 15 feet deep. Millions of acres 
of crops were wiped out. Hay and feed on collective 
farms ran out, and helicopters were used to fly ex- 
tra supplies to shepherds on the high pastures of the 
Pamir Mountains on the Afghanistan and Chinese 
borders.

WASHINGTON — There -was no indication of 


opposition to President Nixon's nominations to am- 
bassadorial posts to Great Britain, Russia and Bel- 
gium, during a hearing before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee Friday. 


The nominees, John S. Eisenhower, son of the 


former president, 
Belgium; Walter H. Annenberg, 


wealthy Philadelphia publisher and philanthropist, 
Great Britain; and Jacob D. Beam, now ambassador 
to Czechoslovakia, Russia, are expected to be ap- 
proved by committee action next Tuesday. 


During questioning Annenberg told the hearing 


headed by Sen. J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark., that he had 
not personally contributed to Nixon's campaign fund 
—or to anybody else's. 


Fulbright commented that was rather unusual 


and asked Annenberg with a smile if he didn't con- 
sider that kind of selfish for a man of his wealth. 


Annenberg replied that he considers it "unsound 


for an independent editor to be a contributor to any 
cause that involves a special pleading." 


Later, he added that his wife had contributed 


$2,500 to Nixon's presidential campaign. 


Officers Surprised at Mutiny Sentences 


SAN FRANCISCO — Two Army officers who 


will sit on the court-martial board trying six Presi- 
dio soldiers said Friday they were surprised at the 
length of sentences 'given three convicted mutineers. 
Col. Leonard R. Daems Jr. said he was "surprised at 
the severity of the sentences". Lt. Col. Robert B. 
Campbell said "anytime a man gets 14 years, that's 
a stiff sentence." The first three soldiers convicted 
of the mutiny charges received an average sentence 
of 15 years." 


Biggest Merger Runs into U.S. Snag 
WASHINGTON. — The government stepped in 


Friday to block one of the biggest attempted take- 
overs by a major conglomerate of a big company in 
what the Nixon Administration's antitrust chief calls 
the current "lax-propelled merger mania." The Fed- 
eral Trade Commission accused White Consolidated 
Industries, Inc. of violating the law in its plan to 
gain control of Allis-Chalmers Manufacturing Co. A 
merger would decrease competition and create a 
monopoly in the $81-billion machinery manufactur- 
ing market, the FTC charged. 


Kidnap Suspect Krist Pleads Innocent 


DECATUR, Ga..— Gary Steven Krist pleaded in- 


nocent Friday to a charge of kidnaping in the abduc- 
tion of Barbara Mackle, 'daughter of a millionaire 
land developer. However, his attorneys made a spe- 
cial plea of insanity, and was granted a hearing 
April 21. The trial, if necessary, would start May 19. 
Miss Mackle was abducted from a motel and was 
found unharmed after spending 80 hours buried in a 
box in a wooded area northeast of Atlanta. 


U.S. to Probe Rising Lumber Costs 
WASHINGTON —.The White House said Friday 


skyrocketing lumber prices were driving up the cost 
of homebuilding and other construction, and Presi- 
dent Nixon had set up a special task force to study 
what to do about it. Nixon's Cabinet Committee on 
Economic Policy recommended the step and Nixon 
promptly approved it. The task force will be headed 
by budget director Robert P. Mayo. 


Snow Blankets Wide Area of Nation 
CHICAGO — An Atlantic storm that dumped 10 


inches of snow in the southern Appalachians moved 
up the coast Friday, serving up more of the same to 
New York and New England. In the West heavy 
snow fell from Utah and Idaho across Wyoming and 
Colorado into Nebraska and Kansas. Travelers or 
heavy snow warnings were posted in parts of Colo- 
rado, Wyoming, New Mexico, Nebraska, Kansas and 
Oklahoma.

Q. 1 would like to know when and how much I 


dare prune Vcitchi and Mystery gardenias, and a Rho- 
dodendron? 


A. Time to prune Veitchi and Mystery gardenias is 


about mid-March even though huds may he developing. 
Study the branches. Remove twenty per cent of the 
woodiest, gnarled, oldest branches. Decide how far back 
you want to cut the remaining (tranches, to shape (he 
bush. Each 
time you cut to specific areas on the 


branches always cut just above a leaf, a leafless bud, or 
a side branch. Rhododendron are cut back when they've 
finished blooming. Cut it as you would an azalea, which 
is wherever you think it helps shade the bush. Unlike 
gardenias and other plants, you don't have to cut above 
a leaf, a leafless hud. or a side branch. 


Q. I'm constantly finding mealy hugs and scale on 


my mother ferns and holly ferns. Holly ferns also have 
an insect thai are on the tips of the fronds as they un- 
furl each year.

BRIEFLY... 
Should Churhes Compete 
in Business-Tax Free? 


By LES RODNEY. 


Is it fair — to the tax- 


payers and to tax-paying 
businesses — 
to allow 


churches 
to 
engage in 


competitive business en- 
terprises tax free? 


The question is coming 


into growing focus. It is 
estimated that the loss in 
federal and s t a t e taxes 
from such church-run en- 
terprises is in the neigh- 
borhood of $6.5 billion a 
year, and going up. 


This has nothing to do 


with the historic exemp- 
tion from property taxes 


•of churches and other fa- 
cilities used for religious 
purposes, which is not un- 
der attack. 


The problem arises from 


the fact that unlike other 
tax exempt organizations 
such as hospitals, orphan- 
ages and charitable foun- 
dations, churches are per- 
mitted 
by 
the 
Internal 


Revenue Code to engage 
in money-making business- 
es not related to their reli- 
gious 
purposes, 
without 


paying any income tax. 


An article in the March 


Reader's 
Digest 
which 


calls for Congressional re- 
form to end this immunity 
says: 


"Taking 
advantage of 


these provisions, numerous 
churches and religious or- 
ders have plunged into the 
world of business — by 
lease-back 
arrangements, 


by use of 'feeder' corpora- 
tions (set up to run a 
business and give all prof- 
its to the church), by di- 
rect ownership and opera- 
tion of commercial ven- 
tures. They now own busi- 
ness blocks in every major 
city. 
They 
own apart- 


ments, restaurants, radio 
stations, 
manufacturing 


and food - p r o c e s s i n g 
plants, 
racetracks, 
even 


liquor stores. They pro- 
duce 
plastics, 
textiles, 


dairy 
products, 
tires, 


trucks, fishing lures. And 
' Ihe profits are all 
tax- 


free."

ron, Ohio, owns a shop- 
ping center, an electronics 
company, 
a plastics and 


wire plant, an apartment 
complex, and a girdle fac- 
tory! A Trappisl monas- 
tery 
in 
Kentucky 
sells 


che.ese, fruitcake, Canadi- 


an bacon and beef-sausage 
sticks by mail. William 
Jewell College, a Baptist- 
related school at Liberty, 
Mo., owns business realty 
in many of that state's 
communities — all tax 
free. 


Typical of another facet 


of 
the 
perfectly 
legal 


usage of this exemption is 
the 22-story Chicago Tem- 
ple, a downtown building 
owned by the Methodist 
Church. 
Several 
lower 


floors are used for wor- 
ship 
and 
church-related 


purposes, the others are 
rented for commercial pur- 
poses. The church pays a 
property tax, to be sure, 
on the commercial portion 
of the building — but no 
federal income tax on the 
rent receipts of $250,000 a 
year. 


In some states church- 


owned businesses do not 
even have to pay a prop- 
erty tax. 


Another variety — up 


near Willets in this state, 
Christ's

Golden Rule purchased a 
luxurious ranch (once the 
home of Seabiscuit, 
the 


race horse.) The church 
members, less than 150 in 
number, live there, operate

Involvement

SIVE income — stocks, 
bonds, interest, rent, etc.

isting tax exemptions for 
unrelated business income 
of a church or church re- 
lated service agency be 
discontinued."

as well as you had hoped, 
then 
by the

days go by you will be ail 
worn out. 


"Finish every day and 


be done with it." wrote 


Emerson. "You have done

blunders and absurdities 
no doubt crept in; forgot 
them as soon as you can. 
Tomorrow is a new day; 
begin it well and serenely 
and with too high a spirit 
to be cumbered with your 
old nonsense. This day is 
all that is good and fair.

The second 
ideal has been to act the 
Cioldi'ii Rule . . . And the 
third has been to cultivate 
such a measure of equan- 
imity as would enable me 
to

sorrow and grief came to 
meet it with the courage 
befitting a man." 


ANOTHER great thinker 


who 
extolled remarkably 


similar ideas was the Ro- 
man 
philosopher-emperor 


Marcus 
Aurelius. In his

"Meditations" he 


wrote, "To live each day 
as though one's last, never- 
flustered, never apathetic, 
never 
attitudinizing 
— 


here is the perfection of 
character."

There's something in the 


works that may take care 
of this little problem. It's 
a pill — yeah, I know 
you're up to here with 
pills, but his pill is really 
something different. It's a 
built in alarm clock pill. 
Nobody has to wake you 
tip. You take the pill and 


. it does the waking up at 
some prescribed time. 


TELEVISION is not di- 


rectly 
involved in this 


matter. But the advertis- 
ing agencies, alert to any 
and all new developments 
which contribute to in- 
stant impact of the mini- 
movies called commercials 
are keeping a waking eye 
on the matter. 


Wilh the advancement 


of medical science* it is 
only a matter of moment 
until it will be possible 
for TV set manufacturers 
to offer with each pur- 
chase a supply of these 
time 
release 
pills. The 


agencies will want to be 
in on the ground floor to 
make sure the alarms are 
set for awakening poten- 
tial viewers at commercial 
intervals. 


BUT 
SCIENTISTS, 
of 


course, are not responsible 
for how their discoveries 
are used and they are 
plowing ahead in their re- 
search — a subject Walter 
Cronkite is going to check 
out at 6 p.m., Sunday, Ch. 
2, in his "21st Century" 
report 
on "The Sleep- 


watchers." 


The program will report 


on the investigations dem- 
onstrating that there are 
five stages of sleep: very 
light, deep sleep in stages 


two, three and four to the 
deepest in stage five. 


In the fifth stage, says 


the program notes, "the 
eyes move rapidly under 
closed lids. The sleeper is 
in Rapid Eye Movement, 
called REM sleep. It is in 
this stage that the sleeper 
does the most dreaming. 


"Some 
Sleepwatchers 


think that what we learn 
during the day may be 
catalogued 
during REM 


periods," says Cronkhite. 
"If the theory is true, the 
more we learn, the more 
we 
should 
have 
to 


dream." 


THAT'S

Since there will be so 


much more to learn in the 
21st Century — and in 
what century isn't It true? 
— some are suggesting a 
pill to produce artificial 
dream time. 


Then there's sleepwalk- 


ing, 
which 
experiments 


show, occurs during Stage 
4 sleep. A pill could cut 
down this period of sleep 
and 
correspondingly the 


amount of time for sleep- 
walking. 


Then, again, Stage 4 


sleep is totally lacking in 
40 per cent of the schizo- 
phrenics studied at De- 
troit's Lafayette Clinic. So 
the answer may be a pill 
to increase this stage of 
sleep for them. 


ABOUT THAT pill for 


waking people up at spe- 
cific times — It's not 
quite ready for the mar- 
ket. 
Experiments 
show 


that It is addictive. 


Seems to me I recall 


some 
experiments con- 


ducted by TeleVues in 
some 
columns back 
in 


which it. was found that 
TV was the biggest addic- 
tive over the counter pill 
on the market for induc- 
ing sleep. They haven't 
licked that problem yet ei- 
ther.

PROUD MARINES EARN DECORATIONS

An Alhambra Marine received Ameri- 


ca's second highest valor award and two 
Long Beach men were honored Friday 
during star-spangled ceremonies at long 
Beach Naval Base. 


Sgl. Robert L. Hendricks of Alhambra, 


one of eight Marines honored, was awarded 
the Navy Cross by Lt. Gen. Lewis \V. 
Walt, assistant commandant of the Marine 
Corps in Vietnam. 


The Marine sergeant threw himself on 


an enemy grenade that landed close to 
some sleeping men on a Vietnam field Feb. 
:9, 1968. 


His life was spared when the grenade 


failed to explode. 


The parents of Marine Cpl. Randall T. 


Planchon II, Mr. and Mrs. R. T. Planchon 
of 4205 Locust Ave., received a posthu- 
mous Silver Star Medal from Gen. Walt 
for their son. 


Cpl. Planchon was cited for "saving the 


lives of three men, moving casualties lo 
the rear and directing suppressive fire after 
an attack on his unit May 16 near Khe 
Sanh." 


"He assumed the duties of his wounded 


platoon sergeant and enabled his forces lo 
begin a counter-attack," Lt. Gen. Wall 
read from HIP. citation. 


Planchon was killed July 21 near Quang 


Tri, six weeks before his tour of duty was 
10 end. 


Another Silver Star Medal went to Lt. 


Barry T. Jones of Mentor, Okla., now as- 
signed to Major H. A. Christy's Long 
Beach Marine Barracks. 


Max Judge, of Torrance, received the 


Vietnamese Cross of Gallantry with Palm, 
and the Military Merit Medal in behalf of 
his late son, Pfc. Mark \V. Judge, killed in 
action when he remained behind to pro- 
vide covering fire during a battle while 
his unit regrouped. He was previously 
awarded the Navy Cross for his Sept. 21, 
1967 action. 


Other citations included the Vietnamese 


Gallantry Cross and Silver Star Medal to 
Cpl. Richard A. Bogan, 2131 Locust Ave.; 
a posthumous Vietnamese Military Medal 
and Gallantry Cross with Palm to the par- 
ents of Pfc. Thomas M. Pinatelle of Haw- 
thorne; the Purple Heari posthumously 
awarded to the mother of Pfc. Anthony 
Quinn, of Gardena, and the Purple Heart 
to 2nd I-t.

The Long Beach aircraft manufacturer will take 


sound measurements and recordings directly under the 
flight path of the four-engine jetliner during the three-day 
demonstrations at Fresno Air Terminal. 


Measurements will be made immediately after take- 


off, during landing approach and along the sidelines of 
the flight path. The tests are part of a coordinated re- 
search program sponsored by the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration. 


THE ENGINE PODS OF THE DC-8 have been accous- 


tically ireated lo absorb some of the noise generated by 
Ihe fan-compressor of the Pratt & Whitney Aircraft JT3D 
lurbofan engine, which powers a majority of four-engine 
transports in commercial service today. 


A sound-absorbing material was substituted for the 


normal hard-surface lining of the engine inlets and the 
fan-air discharge ducts. Some alterations also were made 
to the inlet and exhaust duct shapes. 


The lest culminates a 21-month research and develop- 


mem program conducted by Douglas for NASA. 


Preparations included selecting suitable lining ma- 


terial, developing fabrication techniques, producing the 
experimental nacelles and testing a treated engine on 
thn ground. 


A poal nf Ihe program is lo provide technical infor- 


mation for application lo f u t u r e aircraft, including the 
McDonnell Douglas DC-10 and others in the jumbo jet 
class.

welfare fund. • 


Total cash receipts from 


all 
sources, 
including 


vending machine commis- 
sions at the honor farm 
and receipts from haircuts, 
amounted to $18,946, the 
audit revealed. 


THIS WAS a $2,431 in- 


crease over the prior year, 
but the gain was primarily 
because of an increase in 
the price of cigarettes, 
and was offset to a large 
part by a similar increase 
in cost of the cigarettes, 
the audit pointed out. 


Disbursements for mer- 


chandise, welfare expense 
and prisoners' services to- 
taled $20,989. Most of the 
cost, was for purchase of 
the merchandise for sale 
to the inmates. 


Welfare expense totaled 


$528.50, plus purchase of 
a television set for the

Expenditures for prisoners' 
services are wages paid to

Trusties are paid either 


50 cents or $1 a day, de- 
pending on the type of 
service and number of 
hours. Such compensation 
totaled $3,537.50 during 
the 1967-68 fiscal year, 
the auditxsaid.
